Vic Davis loves training his 
dogs for coyote hunting and 
field trial competitions, but, 
Davis worries his sport will 
soon be no more if changes are 
not made to hunting laws in 
Alabama, 

Davis is one of several local 
hunters that formed a group now 
referred to as the Organization 
of Ethical Game Laws. They are 
seeking changes to Alabama 
hunting laws that would allow 
for hunters to buy, sell and 
transport coyotes within the 
state. 

Currently, Davis said hunters 
cannot buy, sell or transport 
wild game such as coyote due to

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an “outdated” law, He said sur- 
rounding states such as Florida, 
Georgia and Mississippi have 
laws that allow the hunt of nui- 
sance animals such as coyote, 
and the local hunters are only 
asking for the same in Alabama, 

Without a change in the law, 
the coyote hunters are only 
allowed to hunt the game 
already in an existing enclosure, 


They cannot trap and bring new 
game to the enclosure, which 
Davis said will eventually ruin 
their sport. 

This has been the law for 
years, but Davis said it was 
overlooked. However, due to 
recent high-profile animal cruel- 
ty cases, he said the issue has 
become a problem locally. 

Davis believes there is a lot of 


misrepresentation about his 


sport. 


He said the dogs used to run ~ 


the animals are scent dogs. They

I remember hearing a wildlife 
biologist make the statement that 
a deer’s vision and: a human’s 
vision was approximately equal. 
I’m not qualified to argue: with 
him scientifically on that state- 
ment, but I wonder if he has 
been’ around the same deer | 
have. Where I hunt deer; I’m 
convinced the deer would score 
higher on an eye exam than If, 

His statement may be true if 
they are both looking straight 
ahead at the same object, but the 
deer has far superior peripheral 
vision. A deer’s eyes protrude 
slightly and are set back one the 
side of the head. 

This positioning gives the deer 
a very wide field of view. They 
can see everywhere without 
moving their head with the 
exception of a small area direct- 
ly behind the head. And even 
this area can be quickly 
observed with a slight turn of 
the head. They can see 360 
degrees without moving from 
their tracks. 

Another difference in human 
vision and a deer’s is the ability 
of the deer to see well in low 
light conditions. The light cells 
in a deer’s retina are predomi- 
nately rods. This type of cell is 
geared to seeing in dim light so 
well that a deer can see well 
enough to be active 24 hours a 
day. 

The human eye contaims a 
mixture of rods and cones. 
Since our eye has more cones 
than a deer’s, we can see color 
better than a deer. Also our eyes 
are set close together on the 
front portion of the skull and are 
set slightly back into the skull, 
This arrangement reduces our 
field of view, but enables both 
eyes to focus on a distant object 
at the same time. Because of 
this we have better depth per- 
ception than a deer and can dis- 
tinguish objects from their back- 
ground better than a deer can. 

Since deer have an advantage 
of peripheral vision but the dis- 
advantage of limited depth per- 
ception, hunters can take advan- 
tage of both. Make sure that 
your stand, whether on the 
ground or in a tree is not sky 
lighted. After placing 4 stand, 
walk out to where you assume 
you may see a deer, sit on the 

and look toward your 
stand. If you can see sky behind 
the seat rather than vegetation, It 
probably needs relocating.
